fir Manassen Loprz and Mr. Swann have been con-- 


victed of election bribery, fined, and imprisoned. ‘The 
reader will see the particulars of the sentence under the 
usual head, Sir-Manassen’s counsel, Mr. Scanuert, in 
mitigation of punishment, spoke after the usual insincere 
manner of lawyers; pretending that an old gentleman of 
sixty-four, long conversant with boroughmongering, had 
been “‘ exposed to temptation ;” and inginuating that it 
was the agent’s work instead of the principal’s. ‘This 
shallow cant of defence may just suffice perhaps to cover a 
lawyer's feés ; but it does nothing, or worse than nothiag, 
for his client. Mr. Scanverr might as well have put on 
an innocent air of appeal to his wig, and sung to the Bench 
and Jury the old song of “A flaxen-headed cow-boy,” 
accompanied with the chink of the shillings in lis pocket. 
Yet Mr. Swawn, when he came to make his own 
defence, lamented that he bad not been able to retain 
a professional gentleman! And the reason he. as- 
signed..was, that Mec. Sergeant Pars. had been retained 
against him, But does this very compreliensive Sergeant 
(with whom the public nevertheless are scarcely. ac- 
quaintéd) inclide the whole bar in his person? Mr. 
Swawn indeed proceeded to say, thet hix immediate rea- 
son for speaking himself, arose from his inability to add to 
Ma heavy expenses his fortune had already incurred ; and 
he followed up this statement hy assuring the Coutt that 
he ** entertained a deep sense of the necessity in an offence 
like that of which he stood charged, of making an example 
of an offender, to prevent the House of Commons from 
being rendered contemptible in the eyes of the people at 
large.” ‘This, we conceive, was intended as a passing cut 
at.the House, and an insinuation that he could say a good 
deal on that subject, Wedare say be can; and whatever 
our abjectionsas Reformers may be to him, we caunot 
but consider both him end Sir Manassen as grievously 
ill used by the corruptionists.. We would therefore wil- 
lingly abstain from pointing out these errors in judgment; 
bot we wish to impress upon the. mind of ony man whe 
may chance”to’ be brougtt before a Court of Justice, the 
utter inutility of these shilly-shally modes. of defence. A

the world cannot give, give I unto you,” and in his last 
conimandment, that *“* they should love another.” Who 
can read the secount of his behaviour on the cross, when 
tusning to his mother he said, “ Woman, behold thy son,” 
st ts the disciple John, ** Behold thy mother,” and 
“from that hour that disciple took her to his own home,” 
without haying his heart smote within him! We see it 
in his fredtment of the woman taken in adultery, ‘and in 
his excuse for the woman who poured precious ointment 
on his garment as an offering of devotion and love, which 
is here all in all. His religion was the religion of the 
heaft. -We see it in his discourse with the disciples as 
they walked together towards Emmaus when their hearts 
beroed within them, in his sermon from the mount, in his 
pareble of the good Samaritan, and in that of the Pro- 
digal-Son—in every act and word of his life, a grace, a 
.mildness, a dignity, and love, a patience and wisdom 
worthy of the son of God. His whole life and being were 
imbued, steeped in this word, charity; it was the spring, 
the well-head from which every thought and feeling gushed 
into act; and it was this that breathed a mild glory from 
his face in that last agony upon ihe cross, “ when the 
meek Saviour bowed hia head and died,” praying for his 
enemies. He was the first true teacher of morality ; for 
he alone conceived the idea of a:pure humanity. He re- 
deemed man from the worship of that idol, self, and in- 
stracted him by precept and example to love his neighbour 
as himself, to forgive our enemies, to do good to those that 
curse@s and despitefully use us. He taught the love of 
good for the sake of good, without regard to personal or 
sinister views, and made the affections of the heart the sole 
seat of mortality, instead of the pride of the understanding, 
or the sternness of the will. In answering the question 
“+ Whois our neighbour?” as one who stands in need of 
our assistance, and whose wounds we can bind wp, he has 
done more to humanize the thoughts, and tame the ey 
passions, than all who have tried to reform- and benefit 
mankind. The very idea of abstract beneyolence, of the 
desire to do good because another wants our services, and 
of regarding the human race as one family, the offspring of 
one coinmon parent, is hardly to be found in any othe 
code or sysiéin. It was, “‘ to the Jews a stumbling block, 
and to the Greeks foolishness.” ‘The Greeks and Jtomans 
never thought of considering others but as they were Greeks 
or Romana, as they were bound to. them by certain posi- 
tive ties, orem the other hand as separated from tliem b 
fiercer antipathics. ‘Their virtues were the virtues of poli- 
tical machines, their vices were the vices of demons, 
ready to inflict or to endure pain with Obdurate and re 
morseless inflexibility of parpose. But in the Christian 
religion “* we perceive a sofiness coming over the heart of 
a vation, and the iron scales that. fence and harden it; melt 
aud drop off.” {t becomes, malleable, capable of pity, of 
forgiveness, of relaxing in its claims, and remitting its 
power, We strike it and it does not burt us: it ia not 
steel er marble, but flesh and bleod, clay tempered with 
tears, and “* soft as sinews of the new-borp babe.” ‘Ihe 
l was first preached to the poor, for it consulted their 
wauts and interests, not its own pride and insolence. It 
first  pesmengneat the equality af mankind in the community 
of duties and benefits. It denounced the iniquities of 
the chief Priesta aud Pharisees, and declared itself at vari-

‘The Lord Mayor was received with Wel 

mous applause, as were alxo Measrs. Wood, Waithman sad 

Parkins. The Lord Mayor having opened the business by re- 

questing a candid hearing forall parties,— 

Mr. Favect addressed the assembly. He congratulated the 
Livery on their having once more met in Common Hall, afer 
the attempt lately made to deprive them of that invaluable pri. 
vilege, on account of the political opinions of the Chief Magis- 
trate. ‘The Livery justly claimed the right of full and fair dis- 
cussion on any subject whatsoever on Midsummer and Michael- 
maa days, or at any other time when they might be essembied, 
If it were not for this rigtit, their privilege of discussion would 
be completely at the mercy of any arbitrary Magistrate, who 
should chuse to interpose his private political opinions betwee: 
his daty and his conduct. The Livery, however, claimed this 
right in virtue of their chartera. The privileges of the Livery 
were recognized by various Acts of Parliament. In support of 
them they could quote different legal authorities, the opinions of 
Mr. Serjeant Glynn, aud of other eminent mens and they 
could also claim them on the ground of ancient usage, It 
was extremely natural, to say the least of it, that the Livery 
of London, a great and independent body, comprising between 
10,000 and 11,000 individuals, having been refused, on three 
several occasions, the privilege of delivering their sentiments on 
important questions, shonid feel cousiderably alarmed, and that 
in consequence something particular should take place in that 
Hall whenever an opportunity oceurred. Was the proper course 
of proceeding to stifle that voice, which had so «ften been raised 
in the Corkmon Halt in favour of public liberty? A similar 
struggle might be traced back to the arbitrary Government of 
the Stuarts. ‘lhe right of the Livery to express their opiniou 
was denied ; but many nNoble-minded men, who, in the worst of 
times, dared to be honest, aupported the principle. The Livery 
were then indebted to Pilkington, Jenks, and many other brave 
men, who made great efforts in the public cause, and some of 
whom lost their lives in prison, being incarcerated for the nou- 
liquidation of fines, All the proceedings of that day were re- 
versed, by the. first session of William and Mary. They there 
fore acted in their Hall, atthe present time, protected by the 
principles which theic ancestors established at the Revolution ot 
1688, (_Applause.) Mr. Favell concluded by proposing the fol- 
lowing Resolutions, which were seconded by Mr. Perring, the 
nephew of Sir Jahn Persing:-= |. 

That the Livery of Loudon, in Common Hall assembled, have 
an undoubted right, on Midsummer, Michaelmas, or any other 
dav, to diveus® any matter of public grievance, 

‘That this Common Hall! have’ féearnt witlt*sarprise, that at- 
tempts are now making to deprive them of this established and 
constitutional rights and that the Court of Aldermen, without

Alderman WatrumMan felt that he stood ina proud and eles 
vated sitoation, when he war placed in a condition, not te de- 
lend himselfindividually, bot the rights of the whole commu- 
nity of this great city. «(Applanse.)

The Worthy Aider- 
man then noticed the hasty and indecent mode in which the 
Court of Aldermen had got up a Report against the persons pro- 
secuted, and had acted upon it: while he—one of the accused— 
was prevented from attending to defend himself by sickness.

then proposed. The whole string of Resolutions was carried 
with seareely any opposition, While tle Crier was reading the 
Resolutions, Me. [unt presented himself, and was received with 
mingled hisses and applause.

It was to be observed however, in mitigation, 
that before the corrupt act was consummated, it was, for yqme 
reason or other, abandoned 3 and that Sir M. Lopes was neifver 
a candidate, nor was any person in his interest a candidate, fer 
Grampound. The defeudant’s infirm state of health, he hoped 
| also, would be considered, particularly ax he had already buffered 
severely by the public exposure to which he had been subject, 
by expense, and by uneasiness of mind, 

The Arrorse¥-GEnerat addressed the Court iv aggravation, 
contending that the points urged by Mr, Scarlett ought to have 
no weight, as they did not show any merit in the defendaut, who 
bad completed the work of corruption as far as in him lay. 

Justice BAILEY pronounced sentence, The crime of the 
defendants was one of the greatest magnitude, and he confessed 
his own poverty of langoage to express the abhorrence. in whiels 
such acrime ought to be held by every man in the country. It 
was of the highest importance to the public that the panty of 
election should be preserved. There should be no inread tuto 
the House of Commons by corrupt means; for how could the 
country have any contidence in that House if its doors were open 
to corruption 5; or could the public be induced to believe, that 
persons who obtained seats by such means would themselves be 
free from being corrupted in that place? The sentence of the
